REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 11-12, 15-18, 44-59, 65-74 and 78 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 11-12,15-18 and 65-74 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses an 
antenna integrity device, wherein a value of the antenna is determined based on a binary pattern 
of pins being open or shorted, and in the combination as claimed. 

Claim 78 is allowable because none of the prior art discloses ah antenna integrity device 
wherein determination of the characteristic of antenna is based on a specific encoding scheme as 
claimed, and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 44-59 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a method of checking 
integrity of an antenna comprising the steps of reading an encoded pattern on a set of pins 
attached to the antenna to determine one property of the antenna, and in the combination as 
claimed.
